The Friesian Herdbook Association 


N. H. BLINK, Leeuwarden, Holland 








F GREAT importance to the improvement of Friesian 
cattle by scientific methods during the last half 
century, has been the institution of the Friesian 
Herdbook Association (Friesch Rundvee Stamboek) in the 
year 1879, of which now some 3,500 Friesian breeders are 
members. The institution of this association caused a 
series of measures to be taken, all of them having the 
object of discovering those animals which have the great- 
est value for breeding purposes and registering them. 
In the first place, animals not thoroughly well built, or 
insufficiently developed are 
regarded as unsuitable for 


not angular at the junction. The ribs are long and gently 
curved; the loin is horizontal at the hips; the flanks are 
not large and rather closed: 

Viewed from behind, one sees flat, square hind quarters, 
forming, as it were, the base of a triangle, the apex of 
which is at the chest. The thighs are well fleshed and 
run in a straight line to the heel sinew. The heels are 
somewhat bent, are strong and elastic like the knuckles. 
The tail is long. The udder, which is excellently developed, 
joins the belly in a slight curve; the teats are well grown, 
but must not be too long. 
The mammary veins are 
large and run far along the 





breeding purposes and are 
not inscribed on the regis- 
ter. For this purpose care- 
ful examination as to out- 
ward appearance is made 
by competent judges; cows

In the second place, there is a careful supervision of the 
milk production and the amount of cream in the milk of 
each individual cow; this supervision is exercised during 
the whole of the period of lactation (maximum 330 days) 
at intervals of at most 15 days and is carried out by cer- 
tificated inspectors and samplers. Thus there are very 
complete and entirely reliable statistics as to the produc- 
tivity of all Friesian pedigree cattle, and cows which give 
milk of insufficient quality, or do not give enough milk are 
speedily discovered and got rid of.

the average; e. g. the amount of milk may be 22,000 pounds 
in one lactation period, and a percentage of butterfat of 
four or more is by no means an exception.

When judging these figures one should take into con- 
sideration that in Friesland, as in other countries, atten- 
tion is paid in the first place to the milk production, but 
in other countries breeders do not always take enough 
account of the good development of the animal itself. They 
do not see to it sufficiently that the milk production is 
not increased at the cost of such sacrifices, that the net 
results of the dairy farming are diminished. It should be 
remembered that a milch cow is not a machine, and 
while trying to increase the milk production, the general 
and well proportioned build of the animal must also be 
kept in mind. This factor has always been kept in view 
in Friesland, while at the same time they try to breed 
cows giving the maximum quantity of milk and of butter- 
fat per unit of food. 

Resuming the above shortly, we may say that the Fries- 
ian breeder makes his profits on the milk production and 
not in the fii*t place by breeding. Therefore, he does not 
think of makiug highest record figures, which can only be 
done at the cost of special feeding and extra care, far 
exceeding the value of the milk. And for this very reason, 
the Friesian cows will not be found to deteriorate in pro- 
duction when they are moved elsewhere and with special 
training (extra food, three or four times milking, not calv- 
ing each year and so on) in a short time record animals can 
be made of them easily. 

In the herd book are registered: 1. the year in which 
the milk record was made; 2. kilograms of milk yielded per- 
period of lactation (1 kilogram—2.21 lbs.); 3. average per- 
centage of butterfat in the milk during the lactation period; 
4. kilograms of butter produced in the period of lactation, 
calculated by the formula—from 100 kilograms of milk 
with a percentage of butterfat = f is obtained: (f-0.2) x 
1.15 kilograms of butter; 5. duration of the period of lac- 
tation expressed in days (maximum 330).

In the third place, we should mention the Sanitary 
Service for cattle in Friesland, instituted by the Friesian 
Herdbook Association. This service is continually search- 
ing for sick cattle and clearing them out and sees to a 
healthy system of raising young cattle. This Sanitary Serv- 
ice pay special attention to abortus and tuberculosis; the 
cattle stock is regularly examined, any suspected animal, 
which might be dangerous to the herd, being picked out 
and slaughtered. The service is under the guidance of an 
experienced veterinary surgeon and has its own labora- 
tory, so that it can give buyers of Friesian cattle com- 
plete guarantees as to the health of the cattle. 


All the above mentioned measures, which are carried 
out by the Friesian Herdbook Association, or under super- 
vision of this association—the results being in every case 
recorded in herd books—can be enquired into and seen 
by any persons having an interest in the matter, as the 
association is entirely public. 


By breeding with cattle of proved good blood, cows 
are obtained with a maximum of productivity to every 
unit of food. Years of experience and investigation en- 
able Friesian breeders to point out with great certainty 
such animals as breed well and inherit the qualities of 
their forebears. For this purpose, the five-year-old and 
older bulls are examined annually as regards their breed- 
ing capacity; their daughters’ qualities in appearance, milk 
production and the percentage of butterfat in the milk are 
compared with those of the mothers. If it appears that a 
certain bull improves his offspring in the desired direc- 
tion this bull is declared “preferential.” The results of 
these enquiries are also published so that every breeder 
can study them, and they are also at the disposal of any- 
one wishing to consult the herd books. . 

By breeding with descendants of some preferential 
bulls the productivity and uniformity of the Friesian 
pedigree cattle has been much increased of late years For 
instance, from the blood of the well known bull Jan 3265 
and his sons and grandsons, Nico 4969, Wodan 6204 Gerard 
6808, who are all preferential, more than 300 bulls have 
— have been serving in Friesland for a year

choice of a bull to serve his cows; and he will not hesi- 
tate in sending his cows a long distance to the buil he 
prefers, if he is convinced that this bull fathers good 
progeny. . 

Of course the province of Friesland is not so large but 
that breeders can keep well informed of all that is going 
on among the cattle farmers. Besides, the Friesian farm- 
ers, almost without exception, visit Leeuwarden every 
Friday (marketday), where the offices ‘of the Friesian 
Herdbook Association are to be found, so that they can 
always learn all that is of interest to the cattle farmer. 

Finally it may be of interest to point out that all the 
cattle in the province of Friesland are purebred Friesian 
cattle, as no import of foreign stock has taken place since 
time immemorial with the exception of a limited number of 
black and white cattle from Denmark some centuries ago, 
when cattle plague had decimated the stock. Consequently 
the Friesian Herdbook cattle constitute a choice collection, 
including at present 42,151 animals (19,318 cows, 984 bulls, 
11,749 heifers, 7,817 calves and 2,283 bull calves) or about 
14 per cent of all the horned cattle grazed in Friesland. 


CONFERENCE ON EXTENSION PROGRAM 


The Extension Committee, composed of H. V. Noyes, 
chairman; Fred Pabst and Dr. D. B. Armstrong, held a 
hearing on the extension problems of the Association in 
Cleveland on July 6. Eight state associations were di- 
rectly represented as follows: New York by Pres. Bigler, 
Wisconsin by Secretary Oldham, Ohio by Secretary Clark, 
Illinois by Secretary Long, Michigan by Secretary Norton, 
New Jersey by Secretary Bartlett, Pennsylvania by Sec- 
retary Jones, and Minnesota by John B. Irwin. Messrs. 
Koenig and Cooper of the National Extension Department, 
Senator Reynolds, and others also participated. The pur- 
pose of the conference was to get the ideas of the various 
states as to the method that should be adopted in the dis 
tribution of the extension fund resulting from the increase 
in transfer fees and the particular lines of activity which 
should be defined in the extension program. 

It was a difficult problem to work out any equitable 
plan for the distribution of this money which appeared to 
stand even a reasonable show of getting maximum results 
and at the same time living up to the spirit of the reso- 
lution adopted at Kansas City. Two widely varying ideas 
were developed. On the one side was the belief that the 
whole problem could best be handled through the National 
Extension Department with the field men paid by and re- 
sponsible to the National. On the other side was the un- 
questioned fact that the spirit of the resolution at Kansas 
City called for a return of fifty cents 
on each transfer directly to the state 
associations “duly organized and prop- 
erly functioning,” and it was plain 
that no other solution of the problem 
at this time would be satisfactory, par- 
ticularly to a few of the largest states. 

No final action was taken at this 
meeting as its purpose and scope was 
merely to bring together the ideas of 
the different sections for the guidance 
of the committee in making its re- 
port to the board.. The Board of 
Directors will probably meet as soon 
as possible after the decision in the

Johanna Rue stamps her as one of the greatest trans- 

mitting cows of the breed from the standpoint of 
production. This, in connection with her own world’s rec- 
ord and outstanding performances, makes a most interest- 
ing combination. Her transmitting ability has been proven 
not only through the work of her splendid daughters but 
also through two outstanding sons. Among the many 
conclusive statements that can be made concerning the 
work of the descendants of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, 
it may be stated that she is the only cow of the breed 
having two sons, each with a 30,000-lb. daughter, one a 
world’s champion in her class and the other a champion of 
eastern U. S. A. 

Before proceeding to tell of the work of these two sires 
in detail, we will lay a little ground work by going back 
into history and setting down the records of Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue herself.

Some Friesian Ideas 


HE article featured in this issue, descriptive of the 

methods pursued by the Friesian Herd Book Associ- 

ation, contains a number of ideas worthy of serious 
consideration by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. The feeling is growing in our association that 
some system of registration be adopted whereby animals 
of inferior quality could not secure the stamp of approval 
implied by purebred registration. 

The system employed by the Friesian Herd Book Associ- 
ation is to register no females until they are at least two 
years, 10 months old and have calved once. They are 
then inspected by competent judges and must score at 
least seventy points under their scale of points before 
being accepted for registration. A careful check is kept 
of the breeding operations, a service certificate being re- 
quired to be filed with the association within six months 
of date of service and a notice of the birth of all calves 
to be filed within five days from date of birth. Bulls have 
a preliminary judging at thirteen months of age and a 
final judging at eighteen months. Production records are 
made on each individual cow under the supervision of 
the association. The records are for one lactation period 
not to exceed 330 days. Inspectors, certified by the associ- 
ation, conduct the tests and weigh the milk at least every 
fifteen days throughout the period. The association also 
has a sanitary service which works to eliminate and control 
abortion, tuberculosis, and to improve the general standard 
of herds, care and methods. 

Of special interest and importance is the system of pref- 
erential sires. All sires five years old and over are exam- 
ined annually and their daughters are compared with the 
dams from which they were produced. If the daughters 
show sufficient improvement over the dams, the sires are 
listed as “preferential” and special efforts are put forth to 
extend their use. 

The Friesian Herd Book Association was formed in 
1879 and has now 3,500 members. There are also 42,151 
animals now living registered on these books, about 14 
per cent of the cattle of Friesland. Their problems of 
registration, etc., are rather different from ours. There 
are no other animals in Friesland except purebred Friesian 
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cattle and the territory covered is compac

To those 
who look at the purchasing power of an industry, the 
figures are equally interesting because the direct value 
of production was $2,410,000,000; indirectly, it was 
worth many millions more. Neither wheat, corn nor 
cotton equal in value the product of the dairy cow, 

“Large as this total is, it was even more impres. 
sive in the two preceding years. In 1919 it was $2,970, 
000,000, and in 1920 $3,025,000,000. But these earlier 
figures were due to higher prices, the actual production 
being less than last year, which was a record output. 
To get the full value of the milk it must be followed 
through various processes. It is the raw material of 
many important industries. About 47 per cent of the 
milk is used in many manufacturing processes. These 
include creamery butter, cheese, condensed, powdered 
and malted milk, oleomargerine, chocolate, ice cream 
and other purposes. The capital invested in these 
enterprises is large, giving employment to much labor. 

“Tests made at various agricultural colleges prove 
that the dairy cow has no equal as a food producer. 
The food value of a year’s production from a well-bred 
cow is equal to that obtained from five beef steers, 
weighing 1,000 pounds each on the hoof. On the other 
hand, a cow of scrub lineage may not produce enough 
to pay her board. When these facts are considered, 
it can be understood why the President has called a 
conference of dairy experts from all the world to meet 
in this country. This is why enlightened dairymen 
are willing to spend what seems fabulous sums for 
a breeding animal from the F. F. V.’s of the milky 
way. It would not be hard to maintain that the man 
who spends money this way does as much, and perhaps 
more for his fellows, than if he had built libraries or 
endowed universities. 

“These facts also explain why some railroads, like 
the Rock Island and the Illinois Central, with manufac- 
turing corporations like the International Harvester 
spend money, and give the services of experts, to fur- 
ther the dairy business. Other great railroads and cor- 
porations are also pursuing this enlightened course. 
They realize they cannot prosper unless the country 
does, and the country cannot prosper unless the farm- 
ers do. They know from actual experience, also, that 
the greatest single factor of farm prosperity is the 
dairy cow. Therefore, they work to increase her tribe 
and improve her pedigree.” 


An Encouraging Analysis 


E ARE in receipt of a delayed report from California 
W of conditions that have obtained in that section 
with respect to Holstein sales during the past 
spring. C. L. Hughes, sales manager of the California 
Breeders’ Sales and Pedigree Co., writes one recent sale 
at the Burr Farm averaged $420 per head with buyers 
present who could not secure cattle. Mr. Hughes in sul 
marizing conditions at our request makes the following 
statement which will be of interest and somewhat heartel 
ing to Holstein breeders everywhere: : 
“I believe the Holstein breeding business in Call 
fornia at the present time is in the healthiest condition 

I have ever known it. The best class of females are 
selling probably one-third lower than two or three 
years ago, but the cows that ordinarily would sell for 
$250 and $400 are apparently bringing just as much 

. money today as they ever did. Buyers are drawing the 
line closer all the time on inferior stuff and the older 
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are not selling so well as formerly.

sount condition of business out here. Formerly when 


carried by the sellers themselves, 
— in salmuite generally a practice on the part of 
ae to stand these notes off at maturity and, in 
nner they were even carried eighteen months 
ae years and even longer. The system of credits 
wengurated by this company provides for the payment 
of one-third cash, one-third of the balance in three 
months, one-third in six and one-third in nine months. 
We put this system into effect over a year ago and it 
has gone far to improve conditions, aS We carry 
practically all the notes in our sales. The buyers un- 
derstand that payment must be made promptly and plan 
their financial matters accordingly. 

“This spring we have received a smaller percentage 
of paper in the sales than we have in any similar 
season since we have been in the business and we feel 
that this fact alone indicates a very sound financial 
basis for the business out here. 





“ADVERTISING HOLSTEIN MILK” 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial under the heading “Advertising Holstein 
Milk,” in the June, 24th issue of the World is entirely to 
the point. s , —_ p 

Holstein milk constitutes the bulk of the liquid milk 
supply now consumed in most of the large consuming 
centers of this country and thousands of breeders have 
been contributing to funds used for the purpose of adver- 
tising milk and its products through those organizations 
now in the field. The New England Dairy Council is doing 
splendid work in that territory. The Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association has, during the year from July 
1921 to April 1, 1922, spent $139,678.33 in advertising 
through newspapers, milk campaigns and large signs in 
the New York metropolitan area. Most of their paid 
publicity in the metropolitan press has been of a high 
order and has undoubtedly been effective. The Philadel- 
phia Interstate Dairy Council-has been doing similarly 
effective work in the Philadelphia area. Other organiza- 
tions engaged in marketing: milk in other parts of the 
country are doing the same. The California Dairy Council 
is a very good example. The National Dairy Council with 
headquarters in Chicago has been pioneering most of the 
milk publicity work and is supported by the dairy industry 
as a whole. 
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Milk consumption has increased slightly according to 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture estimates, the aver- 
age quantity of whole milk being consumed per person in 
cities being estimated at 0.668 of a pint daily. This cdn 
be greatly expanded by the right kind of publicity and 
educational work, such as that being done through schools 
and consumers’ organizations by the various agencies 
mentioned above. Probably one of our best opportunities 
to expand consumption of milk is through cheese, con- 
sumption of which is very low compared with consumption 
in other countries. 

The gigantic job of educating the public to the merits 
and economy of milk and its products requires the sup- 
port of the dairy industry as a whole. The consumer is 
more interested in milk than in the breed of cow produc- 
ing that milk. Why, then, divert the attention of the con- 
sumer by launching another campaign to advertise the 
milk of one particular breed? If consumption of dairy 
products can be expanded, and it can, so that the dairy 
business is a profitable and attractive business for the 
progressive and intelligent young men on our farms, the 
demand for purebred Holsteins and Holstein milk will 
take care of itself automatically. 

The advertising job for the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation and all other similar associations consists not in 
advertising the milk of the breed, but in so popularizing 
the breed itself with the farmer dairymen who are now 
using scrub bulls and grade or scrub cows, so that they 
will recognize the merits of purebreds and will become 
purchasers of them and thus increase the present low 
average production per cow and more quickly place the 
production of milk on a paying basis. The purebred busi- 
ness has had too many aspects of the race horse game in 
the eyes of many dairymen, and many have been kept from 
buying Holsteins because of fictitious prices and crooked 
practices. This can all be remedied if we will clean house 
and tackle the job of advertising the breed so as to popu- 
larize it with the farmer dairyman. This in itself is a 
big contract which will require much money and energy. 

Then, in addition, let the breed associations support 
with all the funds they can the splendid work being done 
by the organizations now in the field engaged in the job 
of increasing consumption of milk and milk products, and 
the demand for Holstein milk will take care of itself. It 
would seem that the proposition now before the Holstein- 
Friesian Association to advertise Holstein milk is of 
very questionable value.

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EASTERN !OWA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS’ PICNIC AT 
IOWANA FARMS

More than 200 Holstein-Friesian breeders, enthusiasts 
and their families attended the Eastern Iowa Holstein 
Friesian picnic held at lowana Farms, Davenport, Iowa, 
on June 26th. The assemblage was gathered from a radius 
of 200 miles and some came in cars from nearly that distance, 
in spite of the threatening of rain on June 25th and the 
morning of the 26th. 

Two big drawing cards of the day were addresses by 
former Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois and re- 
cently re-elected president of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America, and a judging demonstration by Prof. H. 
H. Kildee, head of the animal husbandry department at 
Ames. 

President Lowden stressed the importance of dairying 
in the middle west as a sure source of revenue to the 
farmer and one which had held up better than any other 
farm activity through the period of depression. 

“The farmer who wants money to buy good cows has 
met with ready response at the hands of the banker,” 
President Lowden declared. He further pointed out the 
feasability of starting into purebred Holstein-Friesian. 
at this time. “In my opinion, Holsteins have reached their 
lowest ebb,” he said, “and I believe this is the time tur 
the man who wants to start in the business to buy one, 
two, or three females and a good bull. Conditions are 
going to change and the man who gets in now will be in 
a position to take advantage of a rising market later on,” 
President Lowden emphatically stated. 

In commenting on the type of the Holstein-Friesian, 
President Lowden asserted that the show ring winners 
must also be the winners at the pail and his plea was for 
a practical type. 

Professor Kildee’s address followed that of Mr. Lowden. 
He had five daughters of Sir Johanna Fayne, famous sire 
of producers and show ring winners at Iowana Farms for 
many years, brought out before the audience. The points 
in judging a dairy cow and, particularly, Holstein cows, 
were pointed out by Professor Kildee. The sentiment of 
the audience seemed unanimous in their agreement that 
the demonstration was one of the best they had ever 
heard. 

Some of the more interesting things brought out by 
Professor Kildee was his statement that the length of a 
cow’s head is closely correlated to the length of her udder, 
the length of the hind leg from the hock down and to 
the length of rump. 

“The texture of a cow’s udder is of more importance 
than the size,” Professor Kildee said. He pointed out the 
fallacy of the idea held by many folks, that all of the milk 
which a cow gives is contained in her udder. Only a 
small part is stored in the udder and the rest is secreted 
by the tissue of the udder according to Professor Kildee. 

That there is a very definite relation between the size 
of the mammary veins and the productive ability of high 
milk producing Holstein cows, is the opinion of Mr. 
Kildee. He said that in the case of dairy cows with 
smaller milk flow than the Holstein, it might be possible 
that the internal veins could handle the blood flow so that 
the exterior mammary vein size would not be of such 
great importance. 

“An increase of over 100 per cent in the productive 
ability of granddaughters over their grandams, has been 
secured at the Iowa Experiment Station through the use 
of good purebred Holstein sires on scrub cows,” Professor 
Kildee said. Photos showing the improvement in indi- 
viduality from the use of purebred Holstein sires on 
scrub dams were shown the audience. 

Both President Lowden and Professor Kildee were vig- 
orous in their praise of the breeding work being carried 
on at Iowana Farms. The excellent array of daughters 
by Sir Johanna Fayne were proof of the statements. Pro- 
fessor Kildee stated that the foundation at Iowana had 
not been fancy, but that the high standard of perfection 
reached in type and production had been due to the use of 
good sires and accurate breeding knowledge. 

Iowana Farms, with its capacious lawns and yards, 
furnished an ideal setting for the picnic. Tables were 
strung along under the grape arbor, where the folks 
spread out their lunch. 

Colonel French and his assistants, left nothing. undone 
for the comfort of the guests. The day may be counted a 
real success from the standpoint of entertainment, in- 
terest on the part of the guests and the wonderful op- 
portunity for the study of a remarkable herd and to hear 
two first rate addresses.

Mr. Bird said he knew of no more favorable time for the 
farmers of Wisconsin to take their place in the business 
world. He referred to present prices and the price for farm 
products not having kept pace with other advances but de- 
clared it is up to the farmers to work together to gain con- 
trol of their own markets and keep a greater percentage of 
the profits on their own production. 

He pointed to the favorable prices on cheese this spring 
as an example of what can be done when farmers really be- 
gin asking questions and taking an interest in the market- 
ing of their products. He declared that not only is cheese 
at this season five cefts ahead of normal years when de- 
pression is permitted to hold the market, but that the farm- 
ers are placed in a more favorable position when this 
cheese now being stored comes out of the warehouses with 
the five cent premium attached. It will not go lower and 
prices next fall will be maintained because of the higher 
price prevailing this spring.

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Notes of the 
National Dairy Exposition 








WHERE WILL IT BE IN 1930? 

The dairying interests of this coun- 
try are moving along so rapidly that 
it is not so easy to keep up with them. 
New methods and new records are 
appearing on every side and the dairy 
farmer who does not direct his atten- 
tion to the progress of the industry 
will soon find himself a back number. 

As evidence of the rapid strides 
made in the dairy industry, it is in- 
teresting to note how the centers of 
the dairy cattle production have 
moved westward since 1850. - 

In 1850 the center of production for 
dairy cattle was located at the junc- 
tion of the states of West Virginia, 
Ohio and Kentucky. In 1860 this cen- 
ter of production had moved west- 
ward to a point approximately at the 
junction of the states of Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky. In 1870 this point 
had moved north westward into In- 
diana. In 1880 the point was still mov- 
ing westward across the state of In- 
diana. By 1890 the point had moved 
straight westward into Illinois. 1900 
and 1910 fpund the center of produc- 
tion still moving in a westerly direc- 
tion. In 1920 greater strides toward 
the west had been made with the cen- 
ter of production not far from the 
Mississippi River. 

The general westerly and north 
westerly trend of the line of dairy 
cattle production finds expression in 
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the National Dairy Exposition which 
will be held at St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis, October 7-14. The movement of 
these production centers is only one 
of the many evidences of the growing 
value of dairying to the agricultural 
interests of the country. 

Those interested in the facts of 
dairying will find much to encourage 
and inspire in the exhibits at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show to be held at St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, October 7-14, 
1922. 

Special low railroad rates have been 
arranged for and Hotel accommoda- 
tions have been arranged for and 
everything will be done in the way of 
comfort and entertainment of its visit- 
ors to make the exposition a memor- 
able one.

CALF CLUB WORK NOW BIG FEA. 
TURE OF EASTERN STATES 


Boys and girls in the eastern states 
are finding dairy calf club work a 
very interesting and profitable busi- 
ness. Until recently only a small num- 
ber took up calf club raising, but this 
season sees several hundred busily 
engaged in raising purebred calves for 
the various county and state shows. 

In New Jersey there are two hundred 
Holstein menfbers all owning pure 
breds of the highest type. The mem- 
bers recently gathered at the College 
of Agriculture where instructions were 
given by the dairy specialists in selec- 
tion, feeding and fitting. The Holstein- 
Friesian calf club specialist assisted 
in this work. There isn’t a grade calf 
club member in the state of New Jer- 
sey. 


Massachusetts has made_ splendid 
progress in calf clubs this year. Mr. 
C. L. Blackman, the New England 
Holstein-Friesian Field Secretary is 
in close cooperation with the exten- 
sion workers and is ding much to 
find the right kind of calves for the 
young people. On a recent trip over 
parts of Massachusetts we found the 
calves of good quality and receiving 
excellent care. 


In the neighborhood of Waltham, 
Mass., there are twenty-five members 
of which over half are Holsteins. A 
feature of this club is the visits which 
the boys make to each other. On & 
recent trip the boys made comparisons 
of their calves and received instruc 
tions for summer care. 

Around Springfield seven boys and 
girls owning purebred Hoisteins are 
the pioneers in this section. They are 
aware of their responsibility to make 
a good showing at the Eastern States 
Exposition this fall. 

At the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College a very unique program was 
staged during the last week in June. 
About forty members from the suf 
rounding country spent a most. profit- 
able day.

Wisconsin cattle continue to fing 
ready market despite the hot weather 
While records from State Veterinarian 
Eliason’s office show that 30,000 head 
or an average of 100 head a day for 
every day in the year exclusive of Sun- 
days, was shipped out of the state 
from April 1st, 1921 to April 1st, 1992 
the demand from the West continues. 
One hundred twenty-nine head of regis. 
tered and grade animals selected by 
Oro Fino of Northern Idaho were 
shipped last week. This is the sec. 
ond recent shipment of Wisconsin 
cattle to the “gem of the mountain” 
state. The southern part of the state 
having taken 2,000 head in previous 
shipments. Other states taking car 
loads recently are as follows: Mexi- 
co, 20 cars; California, 15; Kansas, 
four; Hawaii, two; Japan, Iowa, Ne 
vada, New Mexico, Utah, Illinois, Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky one each. Nearly 
every county considered a selling area 
in the state has shared in filling these 
export orders. One of the functions 
of the state organization is to keep 
this sales business distributed so that 
no one locality can have a monopoly 
of it and so that the Holstein Industry 
is not jeopardized through sectional 
favoritism. In this attempt to distri- 
bute buyers a uniform price is main- 
tained throughout the state in the 
functioning of the laws of supply and 
demand. This result is pleasing to 
buyers and is appreciated by all who 
own Holstein-Friesian herds.

two months, her record was 413.3 lbs. milk with 16.26 lbs. 
butter. 

Finderne Pride Johanna Rue is a daughter of Johanna 
Rue 3d’s Lad, the famous son of Sarcastic Lad and Jo- 
hanna Rue 3d. His claim for greatness does not depend 
upon the work of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, alone, 
however, as his daughter, Belle Netherland Johanna, was 
the first cow of the breed to make two year records each 
above 1,600 lbs. butter, and another daughter, Finderne 
Pietertje Johanna, was the former world’s record two-year- 
old in short-time test. Several of the best daughters of 
Hengerveld De Kol are out of daughters of Johanna Rue 
3d’s Lad, whose blood has carried on through a number 
of generations with conspicuous success. The dam of 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, Jondine Pride, had a 21-lb. 
record and is a daughter of Inka 8th’s De Kol’s Friend 
Paul, a son of Mutual Friend 3d’s Paul out of Inka 8th’s 
De Kol, she a daughter of De Kol 2d’s Netherland from a 
daughter of Inka. This is excellent breeding, which has 
proven itself in a good many combinations. The dam of 
Jondine Pride has another daughter, Finderne Pontiac Rue, 
with a record of 31.11 lbs. butter, 685.5 lbs. milk. 

The only daughter of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue is 
Finderne Johanna Fayne with a record at three years, one 
month of 31.95 lbs. butter, 533.3 lbs. milk and a 30-day rec- 
ord of 117.26 lbs. butter with 2,208.1 lbs. milk This great 
heifer, after completing this record became barren before 
having an opportunity to make a mature record. On ac- 
count of her outstanding conformation and apparent 
capacity, she was purchased from her breeder, Mr. Bernard 
Meyer, by Bell Farm, but she never bred again and thus 
one of the great young cows of the breed was lost to 
further usefulness. 


The two sons of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue which 
have done outstanding work in siring high producers are 
Finderne Pride Fayne and Finderne Pride Johanna Korn- 
dyke, a third son, Finderne Johanna Rue Pontiac, has 
never received- the opportunity due his breeding. Of these, 
the oldest, Finderne Pride Fayne, is a son of King Hen- 
gerveld Aaggie Fayne, he by King Fayne Segis and out of 
Bloomingdale Hengerveld Aaggie, former world’s cham- 
pion 23-lb. two-year-old daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, 
the next dam being by Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. Among the 
outstanding daughters of Finderne Pride Fayne is Kolrain 
Finderne Bess, with her year record of 32,563.1 lbs. milk, 
1,281.50 lbs. butter. She is being crowded, however, for 
top honors by Kolrain Marion Finderne, who last year 
made a four-year-old record of 28,851.8 lbs. milk and 1,036.31 
lbs. butter and who is now on year test again as a five- 
year-old with over 21,000 lbs. in her first seven months 
and still milking over 100 lbs. per day. It is expected that 
she will surpass the milk record of her sister, Kolrain 
Finderne Bess. Finderne Pride Fayne has altogether five 
daughters with records above 1,000 lbs. butter and ten 
above 20,000 lbs. milk. 


According to our information, the highest average for 
two daughters is held by King Segis 10th, whose dam is a 
daughter of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad.

Five daughters of 
Finderne Pride Johanna Korndyke have made records 
above 700 Ibs. milk in seven days, four of the number 
making them in four-year-old form. We believe no Other 
sire can show four daughters with records above 700 jhs 
milk in seven days at less than full age. The leader is 
Lois Beryl Pride, a senior four-year-old, with 837.4 Ibs 
milk, 29.03 ibs. butter. This is one of the highest records 
ever made for milk production in the senior four-year-olq 
class, being a California state record, the third highest 
mark in America and the fourth highest in the world, Ip 
connection with this story, we list the six highest milk 
producing daughters of Finderne Pride Johanna Korndyke 
and it will be noted that their milk records average 752.65 
lbs., Which is higher than six daughters of any other sire 
average, regardless of age.

The entire in- 
terest is now owned by Dr Gooding and Finderne Pride 
Fayne now stands in service in Dr Gooding’s herd at 
Tiffin, Ohio. His daughters are quite widely scattered, 
large records having been made during the past year il 
the herds of Fred F. Field, Dutchland Farms; John A. 
Bell, Jr., Loeb Farms; Carnation Stock Farms, H. 6. 
Gould, and Dr. Gooding. Finderne Pride Johanna Korn- 
dyke was first in service in the herd of C. L. Amos and 
Melvin & Godfrey and was sold by them to Pickering 
Farms, Belton, Missouri, where he is now owned. Quite 
a large number of his older daughters are owned by Palo 
Alto Stock Farm, Palo Alto, California, the purchase hav- 
ing been made from Melvin & Godfrey. About one hundred 
of his younger daughters are at Pickering Farms. A num 
ber are still owned at Antrim Farm, with a few others 
scattered around the country. Their further development 
will be watched with much interest.

At eight years, six months, of age, 
Matador Segis Walker, the senior herd 
sire at Carnation Stock Farms, Seattle, 
Washington, now has one hundred 
ninety-two living daughters, of which 
one hundred sixteen are calves and 
yearlings yet to freshen for the first 
time. This leaves a total of seventy- 
six daughters old enough to have com- 
pleted 7-day records and of the seven- 
ty-six, seventy have been tested. The 
youngest of these is Carnation Mata- 
dor Pontiac 563436, the grand cham- 
pion female at the last Brentwood 
sale, who recently made 23.12 Ibs. but- 
ter in seven days, as a junior two- 
year-old, in the A. S. Deysher herd, 
at Reading, Pennsylvania. 

Of the seventy-six daughters of Mat- 
ador, old enough to be tested, seven- 
ty have been tested, the six untested 
being in herds where, so far as known, 
no testing has been done. Of the 
seventy daughters of Matador Segis 
Walker which have been tested, thirty- 
nine are two-year-olds, fourteen are 
three-year-olds and the rest four-year- 
olds and over. Of the daughters that 
have completed short-time tests, sev- 
eral have made records of over 31 Ibs. 
in seven days. He also has sixteen 
daughters that have completed semi- 
official records, all but four of which 
were made with first calf and these 
four average over 25,000 lbs. milk and 
1,000 lbs. butter. His first three daugh- 
ters to make records at full age aver- 
age 1,112.77 lbs. butter and 27,164 Ibs.

GOOD DAIRY SIRES NEEDED 


“Although purebred sires are doing 
much to improve the type and produc- 
tion of dairy cattle in Iowa, they are 
not yet appreciated as they should be,” 
says A. C. McCandlish, head of the 
dairy husbandry department at lowa 
State College. 

“There is only one purebred sire for 
every 846 so-called dairy cows in 
Iowa,” Mr. McCandlish points out, 
“and Iowa is not by any means the 
poorest state in the union in this re- 
spect. The herds in the Iowa cow- 
testing associations however, stand 
much above this average. At the last 
report made by the testers 268 of the 
301 herds in cow-testing associations 
in the state were headed by purebred 
sires. This means that practically 90 
per cent of the cows in these herds 
were mated to purebreds. 

“If this practice were followed in 
all the herds in the state, the produc- 
tion of milk and butterfat in Iowa 
would ultimately be doubled without 
any increase in he number of cows 
kept. 

“The average production of the so- 
called dairy cows in Iowa is less than 
150 pounds of butterfat a year, while 
many of the herds where testing is 
done and purebred dairy sires are used 
have been able to meet or pass the 
300-pound butterfat mark.”
